Peace Talks In Paris 
Postponed Because 
Of Holdout By Saigon

PARIS 
(AP) — The 
first 
scheduled peace talks since the 
bombing halt in Vietnam, due 
Wednesday, were postponed to» 
day because of the absence of a 
delegation from the Saigon gov­ 
ernment. 
A U.S. delegation spokesman, 
in announcing that the session 
“ will not be held,** added that 
the United States hopes the 
South Vietnamese government 
will send a negotiating learn “ in 
the near future.’* 


Also, he said, certain proce­ 
dural m atters involving the pro­ 
posed expanded phase of the 
P aris parley have not yet been 
agreed on, and U.S. and North 
Vietnamese envoys have been 
meeting on these “ procedural 
questions.*’ 
The postponement followed 
the refusal of South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu to 
join the proposed four-party 
sessions which would also in­ 
clude the Viet Cong's N:itional 
Liberation Front. 


“ We will not talk with the 
NLF in Paris and no one can 
force us to do such a thing,** 
Thieu said in Saigon. 


The Saigon boycott embar­ 
rassed the U. S. delegation, 
headed by Ami>assador W. Av- 
erell Har riman, in view of Pres­ 
ident Johnson’s Oct. 31 an­ 
nouncement of a bombing halt 
aimed at propelling the Paris 
talks into a new, more produc­ 
tive phase.

IN SHOOTING CASE 
Plea For Dismissal Denied

M rs. 
Susan Sutherland has 
been denied her plea for d is­ 
m issal of an assault with a 
d e a d l y weapon charge being 
brought against her in Tehama 
County Superior Court. 
The charge grew out of an 
incident Aug. 20 in which M rs. 
Sutherland is alleged to have 
fired a .38 caliber pistol onto 
the ground near John Davis, 
a patron oí Fire Mountain Lodge 
near Chester, which M rs. Suth­ 
erland and her sister-in-law , 
Betty Sutherland, own and oper­ 
ate. 
That same night Betty Suther­ 
land was shot in the foot. Susan 
is charged with assault with in­ 
tent to commit m urder in con­ 
nection with that. 
After being denied a dism issal 
of the charge Involving Davis, 
M rs. Sutherland entered an in­ 
nocent plea. The m atter will be 
tried by Jury on Dec. 26 along 
with the allegation she intend­ 
ed to m urder her siste r-in - 
law. 


A plea for dismissal was also 
denied Duane F . Heany of Red 
Bluff, accused of second degree 
burglary atBayles Camera Shop 
last month.

shadowing

campaign with a plea for peace 
in Vietnam.

Spiro T. Agnew, 
wife, Judy, son Randy and dau­ 
ghter Susan voted in an Anna­ 
polis, Md., flrehouse. 
Agnew, in a serious vein, said 
he was “ looking forward to a 
victory but we’ll be prepared to 
lose in case it doesn’t come.”

Susan Sutherland has 
been denied her plea for dis­ 
missal of an assault with a 
d e a d l y weapon charge being 
brought against her in Tehama 
County Superior Court. 
The charge grew out of an 
Incident Aug. 20 in which Mrs. 
Sutherland Is alleged to have 
fired a .38 caliber pistol onto 
the ground near John Davis, 
a patron of Fire Mountain Lodge 
near Chester, which Mrs. Suth­ 
erland and her sister-in-law, 
Betty Sutherland, own and oper - 
ate. 
That same night Betty Suther­ 
land was shot in the foot. Susan 
is charged with assault with in­ 
tent to commit murder in con­ 
nection with that. 
After being denied a dismissal 
of the charge Involving Davis, 
M rs. Sutherland entered an in­ 
nocent plea. The matter will be 
tried by jury on Dec. 26 along 
with the allegation she intend­ 
ed to murder her sister-in- 
law. 


A plea for dismissal was also 
denied Duane F. Heany of Red 
Bluff, accused of second degree 
burglary at Bayles Camera Shop 
last month. Heany had on Oct. 
14 pleaded guilty to the charge. 
His attorney, Harold J. Lucas, 
said he had letters of recom­ 
mendation about the young man 
from a number of persons, 
"including Mr. Bayles,” and 
was "sure that something Just 
went out of kilter in this case 
that this crime was commit­ 
ted.” 
"You brought yourself into 
this situation and you must set 
the example of what happens to 
people who do that,” Judge Cur­ 
tiss E. Wetter told Heany.

Young adolescents are not 
willing to accept the fact that 
time and time alone will rem ­ 
edy their problems. This may 
very well be the case, but 
children derive a tremendous 
amount of assurance from the 
fact that their problems are 
being studied by the doctor at 
regular intervals. The feeling 
that something is being done 
now makes time more bear­ 
able. 
I am 
certain 
that 
your 
daughter has been studied to 
rule out any physical disorder 
in her ovaries, tubes or in the 
entire female tract. There are 
a number of congenital m al­ 
formations and other defects, 
including hormone imbalance, 
that may be responsible for de­ 
layed menstruation. 
Physicians 
specializing 
in 
the problems of adolescents 
know' that these children have 
graduated from the pediatric 
age and now’ must be consid­ 
ered potential adults and treat­ 
ed as such. 
Thyroid balance is usually 
studied in addition to the func­ 
tion of the hormones produced 
by the adrenal and pituitary 
gland. These complicated stud­ 
ies can be w’orthwhile. 
It is very distressing w'hen 
the study of a delay in m e n 
struation is casuaily put off 
only to find later that the doc­ 
tor end parents are guilty be­ 
cause "nothing had been done 
before." 
After all studies have been 
performed, and they probably 
will be normal, your daughter 
might benefit from a discus­ 
sion at regular intervals with 
her doctor, rather than with 
her friends. You will find that, 
if she explains to her intimate 
friends that this problem is a 
temporary' one, her image of 
herself will Improve. You and 
she must not fall into the trap 
of lying or pretending that she 
is menstruating when she is 
not.

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Presidential Patterns 


The statistical machinery of the Institute of Life Insurance, 
which no doubt is ordinarily devoted to actuarial matters, was put 
to work this year on the subject of presidents. The results, though 
they bear little relationship to the capability of those who make 
it to the White House, have a certain fascination. 


The Institute tntrtguingly points out, for example, that no m at­ 
ter which candidate turns the trick this year, some very old p re ­ 
cedents will be upset. One of these is that since Martin Van B ur­ 
én in 1836 no incumbent vice president has been elected president 
without first succeeding to the presidency through the incumbent’s 
death; Humphrey would break that precedent if elected. 


Nixon would break one of even longer standing — that never has 
a former vice president entered the presidential lists and won. 
As to Wallace, were he chosen he would shatter two precedents — 
that no one from Alabama has ever become president, and that no 
widower has won a presidential election since Van Buren did it 
well over a century ago. 


As is noted, however, all three major candidates whose fate 
is on the verge of decision also fall within certain long-time 
presidential patterns. Eleven vice presidents and 15 senators 
have become president; Either Nixon or Humphrey would thus con­ 
tinue these patterns. W allace, as a former governor, would if 
elected follow 13 other one-tim e state chief executives into the 
White House. The three also precisely fit the norm for age on 
Inauguration Day: Humphrey will be 57, Nixon 56 and Wallace 
49, which figures out to the historic average of age 54 when first 
sworn in. 


None of this is of great significance in itself; it tells nothing 
about the candidates’ fitness to serve in the White House. But 
it’s interesting.

SOME APOLOGIES ARE OWED 
WASHINGTON - A large seg­ 
ment of the American press, 
an even larger segment of the 
American intellectual commu­ 
nity and all the antiwar leaders 
of the Democratic Party now 
owe a humble apology to P re s­ 
ident Johnson. 
Nothing of the sort will be 
forthcoming, of course. The 
chuckleheaded prating and self- 
righteous nastiness of the past 
will be complacently forgotten. 
When the Hanoi representatives 
in Paris try to regain at the 
conference table what they have 
lost on the battlefield, the same 
people will even perpetrate the 
same e rro rs. 
But in decent fairness to the 
President, it needs tobe bluntly 
pointed out that his critics have 
been dead wrong and he has been 
dead right — at any rate with 
respect to the problem of the 
bombing halt that has given 
rise to the angriest anti-John­ 
son vociferation. 
A careful separation must, of 
course, be made between the 
President’s war policy and his 
conduct of that policy.Only h is­ 
tory can 
j u dge whether thl 
President made the right de­ 
cision when he chose to use 
American power to meet the 
Communist challenge in V iet­ 
nam. But events have already 
proved that the President was 
right to stand out against his 
critics' noisy demands for an 
immediate, total, unconditional 
and unilateral halt of the north­ 
ern bombing. 
The best parallel is with the 
period after Hanoi assented to 
negotiations, but before Paris 
was agreed upon as the meeting 
place. As will be remembered, 
Hanoi for a while insisted on 
meeting in Warsaw. The P re s i­ 
dent’s critics began a loud gab­ 
ble that refusal to go to W ar­ 
saw was the merest quibbling. 
The President instead accept­ 
ed the judgment of his m ore ex­ 
perienced advisers that it was 
always a dire handicap to begin 
such negotiations with the kind 
of concession that the other side 
could interpret as a symptom of 
weakness. He held out for P aris. 
He got P aris pretty soon. And no 
one 
apologized 
for the pro - 
Warsaw gabble. 


In the present instance, of 
course, the stakes of play were 
incalculably greater. When they 
went to P aris, the Hanoi rep re­ 
sentatives had not the sm allest 
intention of entering upon se ri­ 
ous negotiations. For them at 
that period, the sole aim was to 
make any political gains they 
could by using the P aris talks 
to shake public confidence, 
The fact that the time was not 
ripe for serious negotiations 
was made transparently plain by 
another set of facts — all the 
numerous tacts indicating that 
Hanoi was then preparing a m a­ 
jor 
third-round 
offensive in 
South Vietnam. All the cap­ 
tured enemy documents, from 
the lowest to the highest level, 
then continued to reiterate that 
a real decision could only be 
reached “ on the battlefield.” 
The outcome on the battlefield, 
therefore, 
had to be awaited. 
The third-round offensive was 
duly attempted in August-Sep­ 
tem ber. It was a hideous and 
sanguinary failure, like its two 
predecessors at Tet and in May. 
Unlike its predecessors, m ore­ 
over, the third-round offensive 
offered many indications that 
important 
enemy 
units had 
begun to lose their iron disci­ 
pline and strong fighting m or­ 
ale. 
This failure on the battle­ 
field, with its auguries of worse 
to come in the future, was the 
obvious background and first 
cause of the long-awaited, hope­ 
ful break in the P aris talks 
which occurred on Oct. 9. Af­ 
ter the collapse of the third- 
round offensive I pointed out 
that such a break had at last 
become a strong possibility. It 
was then occurring, in dead 
secrecy. 
The break took the form of an 
inquiry, by Hanoi’s representa­ 
tives in Paris, as to what con­ 
ditions President Johnson would 
insist upon before he would 
grant 
the 
“ unconditional” 
bombing halt that Hanoi was in­ 
sisting upon. The long-estab­ 
lished conditions, as to South 
Vietnamese representations in 
Paris, as to the dem ilitarized 
zone and so on were reiterated. 
And they were accepted by Ha­ 
noi with the proviso that they 
should not be called conditions.

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WASHINGTON 
- Whoever 
wins this election, two things 
should stand out as lessons to 
the American people. 
One is that they need a drastic 
revision of the present extrava­ 
gant system of raising money 
whereby a candidate must either 
be very wealthy or must go into 
political hock to big business or 
big labor to finance his cam ­ 
paign. 
Second, we need a complete re ­ 
vision of our complicated and 
almost 
unworkable 
electoral 
college system. 
This system, inherited from 
the days of George Washington, 
lets the American people select 
electors who are not bound to 
vote for the candidates for whom 
the American people vote and to 
whom the electors are pledged 
— except in a few states, and 
in those states the penalties for 
not doing so are minor. This 
makes it possible, in theory at 
least, for the electors to vote 
for any candidate they choose, 
regardless of the wishes of the 
people. 
If the electors fail to cast a 
majority vote for any candidate, 
power 
to elect the President 
then passes to the House of 
Representatives, 
where 
the 
Congressmen from each state 
are free to vote for any one of 
the three top candidates select­ 
ed by the electoral college. 
Yet the Constitution provides 
that in the House each state de­ 
legation has just one vote. That 
vote would be determined by a 
poll of the delegation. But if a 
state delegation should be 
evenly 
divided 
and unable to 
agree on a candidate by m ajor­ 
ity vote, it would not have a 
vote. Further, the Constitu­ 
tion requires only that a quorum 
of two-thirds of the states be 
represented in the House se­ 
lection of a President. 
The Constitution provides in 
Article II that if the electors 
report they have failed to elect 
a President, then the House 
shall “ immediately” vote on the 
President. There is no defini­ 
tion 
of 
what “ immediately” 
means, beyond the provision 
that if the House shall have fail­ 
ed to select a President by 
Inauguration Day, then the Vice 
President — who in the mean­ 
time presumably has been se ­ 
lected by the Senate — “ shall 
act as President, as in the 
case of the death or other 
constitutional disability of the 
President.” 


VAGUE CONSTITUTION 
The Constitution does not say 
that the Vice President shall 
become President. And it does 
not state how long this situa­ 
tion would continue. 
The Senate, like the House, 
is not bound to vote for the 
Vice 
Presidential 
candidate 
with the highest popular vote, 
but can select either of the two 
top candidates in the electoral 
college vote. And again, since 
the electoral college is not 
bound by law to vote for the 
most 
popular 
candidates, it 
theoretically could give enough 
votes to a minority candidate 
— such as George Wallace — 
to make him one of the two 
top candidates. 
The 
25th Amendment to the 
Constitution, adopted after the 
assassination of President Ken­ 
nedy, provides that if the Presi- 
dent is removed from office, 
resigns, or dies, the Vice P re s­ 
ident shall becom ePresident.lt 
makes no reference to a situa­ 
tion in which no President has 
been elected either by the elec­ 
to rs or the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 


I Today In History |

Today is Tuesday, Nov. 5, the 
310th day of 1968. There are 56 
days left in tht year. 
Today's highlight in history; 
On this date in 1940, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt became the first 
U. S. president in history to be 
elected to three term s of office. 
On this date, in 1605, a con* 
spirator, Guy Fawkes, was seiz­ 
ed as he was about to blow up 
the House erf Lords in London. 
In 1968, William of Orange 
landed in England. 
In 1872, President Ulysses S. 
Grant was re-elected, carrying 
all but six states. 
In 1912, the Democratic candi­ 
date 
for president, Woodrow 
Wilson was elected. 
In 1942, Field Marshal Sir 
Bernard Montgomery announc­ 
ed that Britain had won an 
absolute victory in Egypt dur­ 
ing World War n. 
In 1946, a new career in poli* 
tics began as John F. Kennedy, 
29, was elected to the House. 
Ten years ago—A U.S. re. 
quest for planning machinery of 
a U.N. peace force was shelved 
by the political committee of the 
General Assembly. 
Five years ago—Both Re­ 
publicans and Democrats claim­ 
ed gains in fall elections. 


The same amendment provides 
that whenever a vacancy exists 
In the office of Vice P resi­ 
dent, the then President shall 
nominate a Vice President, who 
shall take office upon confir­ 
mation by a majority vote of 
both houses of Congress. But 
this amendment does not state 
what shall be the case when the 
Vice President is “ acting” as 
President. 
This raises the question of 
what would happen if the Vice 
President were acting as P re s­ 
ident, as provided in Article 
II of the Constitution, when no 
President has been elected by 
Inauguration 
Day. 
Would he 
“ act” as President for two 
years? Or four years? And 
would he have the power to nom­ 


inate his own Vice President? 
Clearly, 
the 
selection of 
the President of the most pow­ 
erful nation on earth should 
not be subject to so many ques­ 
tions and risks wherein p re si­ 
dential electors or members 
of Congress could totally d is­ 
regard the will oí the people. 
CHANGING THE 
CONSTITUTION 
Several attempts have been 
made to rew rite the Constitu­ 
tion, by amendments, to cover 
potential crises. Unfortunately, 
none of them has gone far enough 
to take care of all the questions 
raised in this year’s election. 
The Twelfth Amendment, ra ti­ 
fied in 1804, changed the con­ 
stitutional provision that the 
two top candidates in electoral 
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voting should be President and 
Vice President, respectively. 
Under that system, this year 
we might have had Richard Nix­ 
on as President and Hubert 
Humphrey as his Vice P re si­ 
dent. 
The 20th Amendment, ratified 
in 1933, changed the date for 
starting the terms of office of 
the President and Vice P re si­ 
dent from March 4 to Jan. 20 in 
the years following Presidential 
election days. It also tried to 
solve the problem of what hap­ 
pens if a President-elect dies 
before he takes office or if there 
has been anelectiondeadlock.lt 
declared that in the event of the 
death of the President-elect, 
“ the Vice President-elect shall 
become President.”

It was quite an even­ 
ing. 
Shelley Winters, the m aster 
of ceremonies, came in, be­ 
tween the speeches, with ideolo­ 
gical chit-chat which, with that 
background of poets and pro­ 
fessors, gave something of the 
im pression of Mother Bloor 
lecturing to the faculty of the 
Lenin Institute. 
Her principal 
complaint was that as an ac­ 
tress she lives in California, 
and back when Ronald Reagan 
was head of her union, the 
actors wanted something, and 
Reagan settled for two per cent 
and in later years, he spent two 
“ zillion" dollars on something 
else, vote for Humphrey.

Mr. Moynihan 
opened by observing my pres­ 
ence at the press table and re­ 
marking that the Church “ has 
always made provisions for late 
vocations."

Nations is praying. Shelley Win­ 
ters was so overcome by this 
news that she volunteered the 
knowledge that she always knew 
that there was something te rri­ 
bly spiritual about India, and 
this confirmed it. 


William 
Vandenheuvel said 
that 
all 
of this was in the 
memory of Robert Kennedy, and 
that he knew that Nelson Rocke­ 
feller in his heart of hearts 
regretted that the Republican 
Party had been taken over the 
the reactionaries. 
Whereupon 
Shelley 
Winters 
volunteered 
that she felt a special sense of 
obligation to liberal politics 
because when she was a five- 
year old girl, the New Deal 
“ gave me a hot lunch, even 
though Herbert Hoover hated 


m e." 
Really, Mr. Hoover was 
a man of quite extraordinary 
vision. 
Norman Cousins said that no­ 
thing had changed in 23 years, 
and proved it by giving a speech 
I first heard him give 23 years 
ago. Arthur Schlesinger said 
that Nixon and Agnew would 
usher in the end of—I didn't 
quite catch the word, but it 
was something quite awful, like 
“ Am erica," or “ the world," 
or something.

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Presidential Patterns 


Tho atot(aural marhtnory of tho Institute of Life In»uranco, 
which no douM is ordinarily devoted to actuarial m atters, was put 
to work this yoar on tho subject of president*. Tho results, thoufh 
they bear little relationship to the capabtlit - of those who make 
it to the White House, have a certain fascination. 


The Institute iiiirtfutogly points out, for example, that no m at. 
ter which candidate turns the trick this yoar, acme very old p re ­ 
cedents will be tpset. One of thee# is that since Martin Van B ur­ 
én in 1996 no incumbent vice president has been elected president 
without first succeeding to the presidency through the incumbent's 
death: Humphrey would break that precedent if elected. 


Nixon would break one of even longer standing — that never has 
a former vice president entered the presidential lists and won. 
As to Wallace, were he chosen he would shatter two precedents— 
that no one from Alabama has ever become president, and that no 
widower has won a presidential election since Van Buron did it 
well over a century ago. 


As la noted, however, all three major candidates whose fate 
Is on the verge of decision also fall within certain long-time 
presidential patterns. Eleven vies presidents and 15 senators 
have become president: Either Nixon or Humphrey would thus con­ 
tinue these patterns. W allace, as a form er governor, v o id If 
elected follow 13 other one-time state chief executives into the 
White House. The three also precisely ftt the norm for age on 
Inauguration Day; Humphrey will be 51, Nixon 56 and Wallace 
49, which figures out to the historic average of age 54 when first 
sworn In. 


None of this is of great significance in itself; It tells nothing 
about the candidates' fitness to serve in the White House. But 
it's interesting.

Delayed Menstruation

OUR DAUGHTER, 15 years 
old, is an excellent student in 
high school and seems to be a 
happy, well-adjusted child. The 
only source of distress is thal 
she has not yet begun to men­ 
struate. Although she men­ 
tions it rarely, I know that 
she is not satisfied with the 
I a i t r u c - 
tions that “she 
b e 
patient."

Mrs. N.A.. Virginia 
D ear Mrs. A.: It is a delight 
to hear from a mother that her 
child is happy and well a d j u s t ­ 
ed in this tumultuous age. I 
m ust confess th at I have a 
great deal of f a i t h in the 
values of the adolescent de­ 
spite the fact th at they are 
objects of a great deal of hos­ 
tility because of their rebel­ 
lion. I must whisper this be­ 
cause there is not always uni­ 
versal confession th at “all of 
us” did the identical things in 
different ways. W ith proper 
education our moral values 
somehow survived and grew as 
we approached maturity. 
Now back to the immediate 
medical problem. It is some­ 
tim es difficult for parents and 
doctors to project themselves 
into the emotional distress of 
a young girl who. unlike her 
peers, has not yet begun to 
m enstruate. To her it is a 
m atter of tremendous import­ 
ance and. unless properly han­ 
dled, leaves her stigmatized 
and w ith a feeling of personal 
inadequacy. 
Even though your daughter 
m av not express it openly she 
may unconsciously be aware of 
the fact that she is not "com­ 
plete.” 
Despite the assurance that 
she will undoubtedly begin to 
m enstruate 
normally before 
long, her reaction to the delay 
m ust not be 
minimized or 
treated lightly. This will only 
tend to exaggerate her emo- 
! I tonal distress 


Young adolescents are not 
willing to accept the fact that 
time and time alone will rem ­ 
edy their problems. This may 
very well be the case, but 
children derive a tremendous 
amount of assurance from the 
fact that their problems are 
being studied by the doctor at 
regular intervals. The feeling 
that something is being done 
now' makes time more bear­ 
able. 
I 
am 
certain 
that 
your 
daughter has been studied to 
rule out any physical disorder 
in her ovaries, tubes or in the 
entire female tract. There are 
a number of congenital m al­ 
formations and other defects, 
including hormone imbalance, 
that may be responsible for de­ 
layed menstruation. 
Physicians 
specializing 
in 
the problems of adolescents 
know' that these children have 
graduated from the pediatric 
age and now must be consid­ 
ered potential adults and treat­ 
ed as such. 
Thyroid balance is usually 
studied in addition to the func­ 
tion of the hormones produced 
by the adrenal and pituitary 
gland. These complicated stud­ 
ies can be worthwhile. 
It is very distressing when 
the study' of a delay in men­ 
struation is casually put off 
only to find later that the doc­ 
tor and parents are guilty be­ 
cause “nothing had been done 
before.” 
After all studies have been 
performed, and they probably 
will be normal, your daughter 
might benefit from a discus­ 
sion at regular intervals with 
her doctor, rather than with 
her friends. You w’ill find that, 
if she explains to her intimate 
friends that this problem is a 
temporary' one, her image of 
herself will improve. You and 
she must not fall into the trap 
of lying or pretending th at she 
is m enstruating when she is 
not. This is a real trap that 
can only lead to emotional 
aftermaths.

SOME APOLOGIES ARE OWED 
WASHINGTON - A large seg­ 
ment of the American press, 
an even larger segment of the 
American intellectual commu­ 
nity and all the antiwar leaders 
of the Democratic Party now 
owe a humble apology to P re s­ 
ident Johnson. 
Nothing of the sort will be 
forthcoming, of course. The 
chuckleheaded prating and self- 
righteous nastiness of the past 
will be complacently forgotten. 
When the Hanoi representatives 
in Paris try to regain at the 
conference table what they have 
lost on the battlefield, the same 
people will even perpetrate the 
same e rro rs. 
But in decent fairness to the 
President, it needs to be bluntly 
pointed out that his critics have 
been dead wrong and he has been 
dead right — at any rate with 
respect to the problem of the 
bombing halt that has given 
rise to the angriest anti-John­ 
son vociferation. 
A careful separation must, of 
course, be made between the 
President's war policy and his 
conduct of that policy.Only his­ 
tory can 
j udge whether thl 
President made the right de­ 
cision when he chose to use 
American power to meet the 
Communist challenge in Viet­ 
nam. But events have already 
proved that the President was 
right to stand out against his 
critics’ noisy demands for an 
immediate, total, unconditional 
and unilateral halt oí the north­ 
ern bombing. 
The best parallel is with the 
period after Hanoi assented to 
negotiations, but before Paris 
was agreed upon as the meeting 
place. As will be remembered, 
Hanoi for a while insisted on 
meeting in Warsaw. The P re si­ 
dent’s critics began a loud gab­ 
ble that refusal to go to W ar­ 
saw was the merest quibbling. 
The President instead accept­ 
ed the judgment of his m ore ex­ 
perienced advisers that it was 
always a dire handicap to begin 
such negotiations with the kind 
oí concession that the other side 
could Interpret as a symptom of 
weakness. He held out for Paris. 
He got P aris pretty soon. And no 
one 
apologized 
for the pro- 
Warsaw gabble. 


In the present instance, of 
course, the stakes of play were 
incalculably greater. When they 
went to Paris, the Hanoi repre­ 
sentatives had not the smallest 
intention of entering upon se ri­ 
ous negotiations. F or them at 
that period, the sole aim was to 
make any political gains they 
could by using the Paris talks 
to shake public confidence 
The tact that the tim e was not 
ripe for serious negotiations 
was made transparently plain by 
another set of facts — all the 
numerous tacts indicating that 
Hanoi was then preparing a ma­ 
jor 
third-round 
offensive in 
South Vietnam. All the cap­ 
tured enemy documents, from 
the lowest to the highest level, 
then continued to reiterate that 
a real decision could only be 
reached “ on the battlefield.’’ 
The outcome on the battlefield, 
therefore, 
had to lie awaited. 
The third-round offensive was 
duly attempted in August-Sep­ 
tem ber. It was a hideous and 
sanguinary failure, like its two 
predecessors at Tet and in May. 
Unlike its predecessors, m ore­ 
over, the third-round offensive 
offered many indications that 
important 
enemy 
units had 
begun to lose their iron disci­ 
pline and strong fighting m or­ 
ale. 
This failure on the battle­ 
field, with its auguries of worse 
to come in the future, was the 
obvious background and first 
cause of the long-awaited, hope­ 
ful break In the Paris talks 
which occurred on Oct. 9. Af­ 
te r the collapse of the third- 
round offensive I pointed out 
that such a break had at last 
become a strong possibility. It 
was then occurring, in dead 
secrecy. 
The break took the form of an 
inquiry, by Hanoi's representa­ 
tives in Paris, as to what con­ 
ditions President Johnson would 
insist upon before he would 
grant 
the 
“ unconditional” 
bombing halt that Hanoi was in­ 
sisting upon. The long-estab­ 
lished conditions, as to South 
Vietnamese representations in 
P aris, as to the demilitarized 
zone and so on were reiterated. 
And they were accepted by Ha­ 
noi with the proviso that they 
should not be called conditions.

Representatives,

Congressmen from each state 
are free to vote for any one of 
the three top candidates select­ 
ed by the electoral college. 
Yet the Constitution provides 
thal in the House each state de­ 
legation has just one vote. That 
vote would be determined by a 
poll of the delegation. But if a 
state delegation should be 
evenly 
divided 
and unable to 
agree on a candidate by m ajor­ 
ity vote, it would not have a 
vote. Further, the Constitu- 
jtion requires only that a quorum 
of two-thirds of the states be 
represented in the House se­ 
lection oí a President. 
I The Constitution provides in 
Article II that if the electors 
report they have failed to elect 
a President, then the House 
shall “ immediately” vote on the 
President. There is no defini­ 
tion 
of what “ immediately” 
means, beyond the provision 
that if the House shall have fail­ 
ed to select a President by 
Inauguration Day, then the Vice 
President — who iu the mean­ 
time presumably has been se­ 
lected by the Senate — “ shall 
act as President, as in the 
case of the death or other 
constitutional disability of the 
President.”

VAGUE CONSTITUTION 
The Constitution does not say 
that the Vice President shall 
become President. And it does 
not state how long this situa­ 
tion would continue. 
The Senate, like the House, 
Is not bound to vote for the 
Vice 
Presidential 
candidate 
with the highest popular vote, 
but can select either of the two 
top candidates in the electoral 
college vote. And again, since 
the electoral college is not

NEW YORK (A P)- The suc­ 
cessful candidates in today’s 
elections face such an array 
of challenges that to complete 
just one of the tests would, in 
less 
distressing 
times, be 
enough to establish a theme for 
an administration. 
So many issues have become 
critical in these past few years 
that a good number remain 
unresolved, not only because of 
human failings but because of 
an insufficiency of time and 
money. 
Because of the great number 
of issues, the first job of any 
administration — local, state 
or national — would seem to be 
the establishment of priorities, 
a chronological list for tackling 


the problems, based on urgency. 
As the nation has been re­ 
minded time after time in the 
past few years, not even the 
richest people in the world can 
do all they wish to do, even if 
they try to their limit. 
In trying during these past 
few years, even the magnificent 
economic machine that Ameri­ 
cans have built through labor, 
ingenuity and risk-taking be­ 
gan to burn its bearings and give 
off the acrid smoke of inflation. 
One of the more fundamental 
issues — because it is really a 
bundle of issues — is the crisis 
of the cities, which ironically 
continue to teem with a vast 
Immigration from rural areas 
despite the obvious decay in 
living conditions.

Announcing formation of the 
New World Alliance Monday, 
Gene Goldenfeld said it grew 
out of the Cleaver dispute and 
its main concern is "racism 
and who controls the univer­ 
sity.”

cities have less than peaceful 
race relations, inadequate rev­ 
enue, often poor transportation, 
unemployment, I nadequat e 
housing, sometimes poor ed­ 
ucational facilities, labor dif­ 
ficulties, and it seems, even a 
malaise of the spirit. 
So overwhelming has been the 
demand on local revenues that 
cities have been forced to post­ 
pone or delay many programs 
to improve the social and phys­ 
ical environment. Inevitably, 
these delays place even great­ 
er burdens on the future. 
In 
communities throughout 
the nation today, voters must 
decide on some $9 billion of 
bond issues, or about three 
times the amount of debt that 
voters were asked to assume 
just four years ago. 
In Los Angeles County alone, 
voters will decide whether to 
sell $2.5 billion in bonds to fi­ 
nance a public transportation 
system. In Illinois, the issue is 
$1 billion of bonds to control 
pollution and improve recrea­ 
tion. 
These are just samplings of 
bond issue measures whose 
very appearance as special 
items for voters sometimes is 
evidence that existing state and 
local revenues are inadequate. 
But the city, although the foc­ 
us of many of the nation’s ills, 
is not the only geographical 
sector with problems.Farmers 
have been complaining of poor 
income at the very time that 
consumers have been paying 
high prices for food. 
And there are many domestic 
problems that traverse the city- 
farm lines. Poverty, for exam­ 
ple, and rising medical bills, 
and inadequate housing, and 
consumer information and pro­ 
tecting in an age growing com­ 
plex and confusing with techno­ 
logy. 
One of the more pervading is­ 
sues is inflation, because along 
with damage to fixed incomes 
and the stability of the dollar, it 
sows discontent between labor 
and management, 
consumer 
and producer, old pensioners 
and young workers, voter and 
government. 
Even more fundamental an is­ 
sue is the war in Vietnam. 
When it ends, how will the sav­ 
ings be distributed? Will they 
go to military uses or to im­ 
proving the American society? 
Underlying all 
these chal­ 
lenges are the philosophical 
considerations. 
Who should do the work of im­ 
proving the cities — private 
enterprise or the federal gov­ 
ernment? Should federal power 
be reduced so as to strengthen 
local governments ?Does money 
spent on s p ac e exploration 
eventually confer more benefits 
on society than the same amount 
spent directly on an immediate 
human problem? 
Seldom 
have leaders been 
called upon to do more. The 
quality of human life, or even 
of life itself, is after all the big- 
est issue.
